THE FRESCH TWEED— A MOPERS IMITATOR OF A 


■I’PERllfTESDAST OF FINANCE*— TUE t AREi.R ; 


OF A FRENCH PREFE'T.

There never was a story so characteristic of j 
F rance a t th at revealed in the trial of M. .Jan­ 
vier de la Motte, whilom Prefect of the Kure. 
It m ight have been told by Sully, or still better 
by the Abbe Soulauie, and all historians would 
have quoted It as the story w hich better than 
any othor illustrated the.home Ufo of the times 
H enri Q uatre or the Regent Phillipf* of Or­ 
leans. M. de la Motte, though only a great offi­ 
cial, a bureaucrat not a soldier, a prefect not 
a crusader, is in every essential characteristic 
a great noble of the old French regime. Aide. ■ 
popular, and recklessly dissolute, regardless of 
money, or accounts, or virtue: careless wlietli-1 
c r he spent his own funds or those of tile sta te ; 
equally ready to give to his debauched favor­ 
ites or to beggars; squandering his ow n for- 
tuno and then pillaging his wife’s, yet as ready 
to waste them on state business uaon Iii* ow n; 
£50,000 the poorer for his prefectures, yet 
reasonably accused of m alversation; so com­ 
petent a rular that great nobles, old Legiti­ 
mists, who must have hated him with holy 
zeal, turned out to testify that no m an et cr 
governed tim departm ent like liim -h e doubled, 
it Is said, tho wealth of tho Kure—and so fool­ 
ish th at at even- step he left materials for a 
crim inal action; so kindly that the jealous, 
envious, criticising poor of the departm ent 
rose iu thousands after ins fall to protest 
against it, y*f UU able to be decently just to his 
w ife; luxurious, brave, clever, and utter!} im­ 
m oral. M. Janvier lie la Motte stands out iu 


t h e evidence governing the Kure as the Due 


de Richelieu m ight have governed Toulouse. 
or M. de Bouillon have administered Sedan — 
w strange figure, one which no good roan can 
approve or fail to condemn, Hut which no oth­ 
er jxsople than the French Is entirely comin­ 
tern to Judge. 
And lie was attacked aud de­ 
fen (let'* >U the old. old way. 
The government 
.lid not assail ’din, though it Is possible M. 
Dufaure, tho Minister cf Justice, did, in the 
nam e eilber of outraged morals or of the vio­ 
lated sanctity of accounts. 
If M- de la Motte 
had been a republican ho might have been 
.faintly removed as belonging to an ord.*r of 
men republics cannot tolerate, but lie would 
have bean allowed to be forgotten, 
Ile was 
however,a determ ined Bonapartist, and one of 
Hie dangerous tvpo, as aide as Haussman and 
p o p u l a r i z e s ; a man who understood the 
art of conciliating tUc m asses: win) could rule 
with a strong hand, yet not he hated; and 
who, if he had scruples of any kind, had none 
which stood in the way of governing rn y«i/W 
nrianrur, as a d e sist released from the more 
obligations of mankind. 
It w as expedient to 
punish as well as dismiss bim. 
There were 
errors in hts accounts, expenditures which, 
eith er were defalcations or looked exceeding!} 
like them , outlays not indeed for the benefit o 
M de la Motto's private account with his hank­ 
ers but intended to allow him that Louis Quinze 
style of living for which Ids salary was insuffi­ 
cient. 
Where the old seigneur would have 
■binned bis peasantry the Prefect of the Kure 
skinned his departm ent. 
The Em peror want­ 
ed a fete, and the Prefect carried expenses to 
the account of a w o rk -a bridge—ou which, 
nevertheless, be had spent thousands of ds 
own. 
His m istress - o r was it a second wife! 
for evidence is divided—desired a gorgeous 
bedroom, and the furnitm re was paid for as 
asylum furniture, but paid for with the knowl­ 
edge of the Council General, aud left, like the 
blazing gauds of the Paris Hotel de \ die, 
a* nftrf 
• the furniture of the prefecture. 


I ’h e g o v e r n u H H i . Quite properly resolved to 


prosecute for these olleOCes, but instead of 
prosecuting fairly they went in headlong for a 
conviction; raked up charges which were am ­ 
ple ^rounds for dismissal, but had nothing to 
do with the charge of m alversation; demanded 
In the nam e of tho treasury sums which the 
bead of the treasury declared on bis oath were 
net due, and in fact prosecuted as Colbert 
would have prosecuted a formier-general whom

The prosecutor, with his bevy of fe­ 
m ale witnesses brought forward to prove that 
offioial accounts were not straight; the judge, 
with his sarcastic reprim ands t o .all who prais­ 
ed the defendant; th* defendant himself, with 
instinctive genllem anliness and audacity, ris­ 
ing to state th at a witness who had fabricated 
an account was quite blameless, for ‘-I myself 
gave him the o rd e r," -it was all a scene from 
the history of the old regime. 
Aud so was the 
defence. 
One-half of tho witnesses who came 
forw ard neither proved nor attem pted to 
prove anything except th at M. de la Motte was 
popular, while the witness who ultimately 
laved huu was the Finance Minister himself, 


who as president of the Council-General of the 
Kure had watched him all through his career. 
M. Poyer-Quertier did not attem pt either to 
defend his friend’s private life, or to deny that 
accounts had been cooked, Hut assorted that 
his energy, genius aud philanthropy had made 
of the Kure the first departm ent of France - 
this is true, the improvement in every kind of 
civilization, including tho diminution pf crime, 
being proved by figures—and that the practice 
of transfers of account, which the witness had 
always condemned, had been authorized by a 
senatus-consultum promulgated 
under 
the 
ministry of M. Foul*!. 
Tudor this order the 
transfers are |>erniitted, subject to th*} ap- 
proval of the audit office (Cour des Compte.*, 
one of the oldest institutions in France, i and 
thin approval had in each instance been for­ 
mally given. 
The Council-General of the de­ 
partm ent, the controlling authority establish­ 
ed by law, had given its assent to all the ex­ 
penditures complained of, and if that council 
was imperialist, the council elected since 1*71 
was not, and it had independently examined 
aud confirmed the expenditures. 
“ I ani con­ 
vinced." said the minister, sh a k in g in the old 
style, as if the conviction of one so highly 
placed must be better than evidence, -‘that NL 
Janvier de la Motte never appropriated a single 
centime of the local funds to his own uses, and 
that he expended a large part of hi* private 
fortune to 
serve the interests of the depart­ 
m ent.’’ 
The Prefect, in fact, had taken noth­ 
ing; his account* were manufactured under 
legal authority, his irregularities were “ inevi- 
talde" under the system, and the jury, evident­ 
ly believing that he was made the scapegoat 
of an entire system, unanimously voted for ac­ 
quittal. 
If the Finance Minister is right as to 
the legal etlect of the scnatus-cousulrum aud 
of vote passel by the Council-General, they are 
of course in the right, and their verdict 
am ounts to tins: that under the imperial sys­ 
tem, as iii the state so in the departm ent, a 
vast expenditure on the |»ersoual magnificence 
of the head of the adm inistration was, so long 
as lie governed successfully, considered on all 
hands—by prefects, by representatives, ami by- 
auditors 
a legitim ate use of the money of the 
tax-payers. 
He was not to steal chairs, but 
to buy chairs covered w ith gilding out of poor 
People's money was I>ut to create the pomp 
dem anded by his position. 
The child's rule, 
"eat all you like, but pocket notliiug," was the 
rule of an entire adm inistration.
